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Non-Responsive Amendment 

1 . Applicant's reply filed 1 0/27/2006 is non-responsive. 

2. Applicant's response to the 1 12(1) rejection is nonresponsive. Applicants allege:

For ut least the above 
rcuMjrus, this i-ejection should be withdrawn. 

The rejection will be traversed when Applicants demonstrate enabling support for the model by 
referring to the specification and/or, at the least, a persuasive argument. 

3. Applicant's response to the 1 12(2) rejection is nonresponsive. Applicants allege that the 
claims have been amended to traverse the rejections. However, claim 1 has not been amended to 
overcome the 1 12(2) rejection and Applicants has made no argument. The Examiner is well 
aware of the typo in the statement of the rejection, and apologizes for the oversight. Applicants 
did not call the Examiner for clarification. Full faith and credit is given that Applicants read the 
entire page. Therefore, a response was clearly required. The portion is repeated: 

"The preamble of claim 1 recites "verifying and/or validating". This is ambiguous. The language 
indicates three possible claims, and is not standard US claim construction.". 
Respectfully, these represent three different inventions.
